In other words, are the forces of horror and evil against which we, 
along with those who think with us, going to be allowed to prevail, or are 
we going to gird our loins with determination to conquer, no matter how 
long and bitter the conflict, no matter how much we may have to suffer and 
endure in the meantime, and without regard to the cost to each of us as 
individuals and to the nation as a whole? 

The answer to these questions is simple. It lies within the heart and 
mind of each of us as individuals and as members of the Canadian nation. 
Along with our Allies we can and will prevail, provided our attitude as in¬ 
dividuals towards this gigantic struggle is the right one; provided that all 
of us are determined to wage this warfare to a finish and provided that 
each and very one of us dedicates himself and herself to the task in hand 
with the last ounce of physical ability and will power. And make no mis¬ 
take, it may well be that these last ounces of reserves may have to be called 
upon to turn the scales in our direction. 

Outcome Is Certain 

And what is the-attitude which we must bring to bear on our activities 
and contributions towards this tremendous struggle? Is it not true, that 
if we are to win this war and be in a position subsequently to say in what 
kind of a world we are going to live and have our being, that our strength 
of arms must be fortified by high moral purposes; that we ourselves as in¬ 
dividuals must be imbued with those principles which we hope to be able to 
impose upon a willing world once the peace is signed; that we must practice 
these principles in our dealings one with another, that we must utilize them 
as guiding lights in the conduct of the war and that when victory has 
crowned our forces, as it will, we must make practical application of them 
when dictating the terms of peace? 

As Canadians and as members of the great British Empire, we have 
everything, material and spiritual, to ensure an ultimate victory, if we make 
full use of these resources. We have courage, initiative, a bountiful supply I 
of material resources and a high moral purpose, all of which must be made 
to play their part in full, not only by the nation as an entity but by every 
individual. If this is done there can be no question of the ultimate out¬ 
come. 

A Foe To Fight 

Since the outbreak of hostilities there have been dark days and dark 
months, There may be more of them before arms can be stacked and 
swords turned back to plowshares. Occasionally during the dark day: 
through which we have already passed, there have been signs of a spirit 
of defeatism abroad, here and there. This is one of the foes which has to 
be fought if we are to expect our arms to be crowned with the success 
which we have every right to expect. 

Defeatism is the very antithesis of the courage and optimism which 
enabled our fathers and our grandfathers to lay the foundations of a young 
but mighty nation, which enabled them to carve a great and promising 
civilization of the highest type out of the wilderness.

The victory was largely 
due to Bruce’s undermining the front 
of his position with pits covered with 
turf and rushes into which the Eng¬ 
lish cavalry were precipitated in 
helpless confusion. 

Furthermore, the story of Ban¬ 
nockburn is but one of many proofs 
to be found in history that victory 
is not always decided by numbers. 
Strategy, tactics and originality can 
be as effectively applied to-day as at 
any time. 

Even as in the days of Robert 
Bruce the commanders who can think 
best and proceed boldly to carry out 
their plans will prove successful and 
may still use 30,000 to defeat 100, 
000.—Port .Arthur News-Chrqnicle.

Veterans Home Guard 


Ottawa. Formal Installation of 
the Earl of Athlone as governor- 
general of Canada, before a dis¬ 
tinguished gathering in the senate 
chamber at noon Friday, brought ex- 
preslons of confidence and hope from 
the new vice-regal representative and 
Prime Minister Mackenzie King. 

The tall, soldierly figure of the 
earl dominated an unprecedented, 
scene in the red chamber where for 
the first time in the Dominion's his¬ 
tory a new governor-general was 
sworn in and given the great seal of 
Canada. 

On all previous occasions Canada’s 
govemors-general have been sworn 
j in at the port where they first set 
| foot on Canadian soil. Because of 
! the war the successor to the late 
Lord Tweedsmuir came to Ottawa 
! for the ceremony. 

High dignitaries of the church, the 
state, the Judiciary and the diplo¬ 
matic corps of foreign countries 
were grouped about the red. canopied 
dais where a twin throne was set up 
for Their Excellencies the Earl and 
his royal consort, the Princess Alice. 

Arriving at Union station prompt¬ 
ly at 11:30, Thejr Excellencies went 
directly to the senate chamber in a 
procession of military and high civil 
j authorities which was witnessed by 
thousands of people.

Attachment 
to infantry or machine-gun bat¬ 
talions of the militia may be either 
by a complete infantry reserve com¬ 
pany or a sub-unit of a company, at 
the discretion of the district officer 
commanding. 

As with the active companies, only 
men who served in the military, naval 
or air forces in the Great War will 
be eligible for .enlistment in or ap¬ 
pointment to the reserve companies. 

Selection will be made by officers 
, commanding the militia units to 
which the companies are to be at¬ 
tached and the co-operation of local 
veterans’ organizations may be used. 
Men under 50 years of age who are 
classed in categories “A”. “B” and 
“C” on the medical examination will 
be accepted. 

Unlike the active companies, men 
in the reserve companies will not 
| receive uniforms. They will be issued 
distinctive arm bands to wear on 
duty and will receive pay.

NOTES AND COMMENTS 


THE WAR unsettles our lives. 
It clouds the future with uncer¬ 
tainty. In earlier days we enjoyed 
an atmosphere of permanency, 
.more or less. Things did not 
change so quickly, and we regarded 
life more complacently. 

Events of the past two years 
particularly have made us wonder, 
at times, if it is any use planning 
for the future. Some have adopted 
the attitude—eat, drink and be 
merry, for tomorrow we may die. 

This, of course, is the easy way, 
and though to some it may appear 
ideal, yet, were it generally fol¬ 
lowed, it would lead to chaos and 
disintegration of life in general. 
Some must plan and lead', and 
though democratic people hate to 
admit that they are led, in times 
of national stress more so than 
in the piping times of peace, lead¬ 
ers are looked to every day. 

TAKE Great Britain, for in¬ 
stance, and Winston Churchill. 
As prime minister, he is looked 
on as a world leader. If dictatorial 
powers are put into force, and 
they are fast approaching that 
stage in order to cope with Hitler¬ 
ism, it is quite likely British people 
would submit during the stress 
of war-time conditions. When a 
commo'n danger threatens, strong 
leaders inspire confidence and lead 
people to victory. 

THE COLLAPSE of the French 
nation can be largely attributed to 
lack of leadership to inspire confi¬ 
dence. If the true story is ever 
told of inside intrigue and diver¬ 
gent opinions andi policies, it will 
be easy to solve the question as to 
why France weakened so rapidly 
following the surrender of King 
Leopold of Belgium. A country 
that has had such frequent changes 
of government as France in the 
past two or three years certainly 
could not concentrate on building

military might and ruthlessness of 
Germany. 

WHATEVER excuses apologists 
might make for Marshal Pertain’s 
surrender to Germany, the break¬ 
ing of treaty obligations with 
Great Britain besmirches the honor 
of the group who with the aged 
premier agreed to terms with 
Hitler. Sympathy there is, and 
rightly so, for the people of 
France who have in seventy years 
suffered the ravages of three wars, 
two within the life of the present 
generation, but to submit prac¬ 
tically unconditionally to Hitler’s 
oppresive terms places France in 
the position of a passive ally with 
Germany against the nation with 
whom she made a treaty obliga¬ 
tion that she would never conclude 
a separate peace. 

BUT the spirit of Great Britain 
and its self governing Dominions 
will not be turned back from its 
original purpose. Victors such as 
Hitler have their day of glory, 
pomp and power, their triumphs 
in which they gloat, such as the 
typically Hitlerie touch of get¬ 
ting out the old railroad car and 
sitting in the late General Foch’s 
seat and telling the wrold how 
Germany had its revenge for the so- 
called injustices of the Treaty of 
Verseilles. Napoleon met his fate 
after a brilliant meteoric military 
career, and finished up a broken 
man in exile on the island of St. 
Helena. History may repeat itself, 
and there will be no sympathy for 
Herr Hitler if a similar fate over¬ 
takes him.

What¬ 
ever clouds 11 Duce’s war declaration 
has brought to the Mediterranean, it 
has dissipated the cloud of doubt as 
to where Italian Americans would 
stand in a testing time.

HAY FEVER SUFFERERS 

Thousands of Canadian citizens 
might look forward to the coming of 
summer with more joy than they do, 
if citizens residing near vacant lots 
would see to it that ragweed and 
other pollen bearing weeds thereon 
were destroyed before they had a 
chance to ripen. 

Pointing to the fact that one per¬ 
son in every 100 in Canada and the 
United States suffers from hay-fever, 
according to an expert estimate, Dr. 
Gordon Bates, general director of the 
Health League of Canada, urged to¬ 
day that greater efforts be made to 
cope with this irritating plague, 
which annually makes the summer 
months a time of wretchedness for 
so many. 

Because of its buoyancy, ragweed 
pollen is one of the chief distributors 
of hay fever, says Dr. Bates, and a 
wholesale destruction of such plants 
In and around the town would do 
much to make the air breathable for 
chronic sufferers. 

However, ragweed is not the only 
hay fever producer. Some exception¬ 
ally sensitive noses will succumb to 
an attack after a visit to a flour mill 
or merely as the result of close proxi¬ 
mity to a bouquet of flowers. 

These, fortunately, are exceptions, 
but many pfople are affected by the 
pollens of birch, willow, maple, as¬ 
pens, poplars and other trees, and it

Dr. Carpenter 
Urges More Shop 
Work in Schools 

Estimated Cost to Coleman $1460; 
Includes Shopwork and Home 
nomics. 

Dr. Carpenter, of Calgary, visited 
the Pass school boards at the week¬ 
end in conection with general shop 
work and home economics. 

Commenting on the Coleman set-up, 
he remarked to Chairman Fraser that 
among all the towns in the province 
Coleman had perhaps the best built 
school, but it lagged for behind the 
rest of the province ifi shop work 
and home economics. 

Three main issues were discussed; 
equipment, instruction and transport¬ 
ation. The provincial government 
pays 50% of all expenses. A large 
number of items of equipment were 
listed by Dr. Carpenter in both shop 
work and home economics and thie 
estimated maximum cost to the school 
board was $500. Cost of an instructor 
was the heaviest expense. Dr. Car¬ 
penter recommended that Coleman, 
having -the largest school, pay three 
fifths of the expenses and Blairmore 
two fifths, Coleman to have the in¬ 
structor three days per week and 
Blairmore two. Transportation for 
the instructor between the two towns 
was found to be only a minor expense 
and would be borne in the same ratio 
i the instructor’s salary. 

Coleman school board is perpared 
to go ahead with shop work to 
greater extent than heretofore, Prin¬ 
cipal Holye having been instructing 
a number of students for the past 
few years. A fair amount has 
ready been bought during the past 
two years and this would lighten the 
financial burden of the estimated cost 
set by Dr. Carpenter. The Board will 
consult further before committing 
self to inaugurating a home economics 
class.
